Serious Arab-Jewish clashes in 
Jerusalem -— which have been 
avoided since the reunification of 
the city — could come in the wake 
a peace settlement, Mayor 
Teddy Kollek warned last night. | 

Mr. Kollek said that the 
Population hag remained largely 
passive to date because it regards 
Israeli rule as an imposition by 
conquest. As nationalists, he said, 
they see their main purpose as main- 
taining the Arab presence in Jeru- 
salem and therefore favour 8 
tranquillity permitting them to earn 
a livelihood and avoid the high 
emigration from Arab Jerusalem 
which occurred under Jordanian rule. 

However, in the event of a per 
Manent peace settlement, Mr. Kollek 
said, pent-up demands will burst out 
“The social problems (in the Arab 
sector) wil} be a thotsand times 
greater than the Panthers,” the 
mayor declared at a meeting of the 
Labour Party Young Guard in Jeru- 
salem. 


Asked about the reaction in East 
Jerusalem to the Rabat Conference. 
Mr, Koltek said, “The youths are 
joyful and the adults are fearful.” 
‘The adults, he said, remembered the 
Arab terror in the 1930s which slew 
some 6,000 Arabs in the country, 
far more then the combined sumber 
of Jews and Englishmen killed then. 


They also knew what happened in ; 


Algeria where the local leaders, who 
nad led the fight against the French, 
were subsequently wiped out by the 
armed extremists who had spent 
most of the revolution in safe havens 
outside the country. “They fear the 
same thing will happen here, “Mr. 
Kottek said. “They want everything 
except the PLO but they will not 
dare say it” 

‘The mayor reiterated his warning 
against permitting incitement to get 
out of hand. The Arab residents to- 
day were opposed to terrorism in 
the city but- the situation de- 
teriorates, it would take only 8 
small group of terrorists to impose 
their will on Bast Jerusalem, he 
said.

By SHEILA MELTZER 
Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
EAT, — The Eilat Municipality 
has decided to sue financier Avner 
Tomer for IL6m., Mayor Gad Katz

The mayor said that the sum re- 
presents the difference between the 
Money the Municipality actually re- 
ceived from Tomer and the promis- 
sory notes he holds. He sald the 
decision to sue the financier was 
taken at the recommendation of the 
Interior Ministry’s special commit- 
tee which arrived in Eilat at the 
beginning of the week to investl- 
gate the Tomer affair.

Mayor Katz rejected Tomer’s 
claims, and said that the Munici- 
pality will be bringing charges 
against him in the Tel Aviv Dis- 
trict Court today.

Jordan may be first to 
recognize PLO gov’t 


NEW YORK. —- King Hussein says 
Jordan may be the first country to 
recognize a Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization (PLO) Government-in- 
Exile, according to the latest edition 
of “Newsweek,” 


In an interview with the magazine 
published on Sunday, Hussein 
who was reconciled with PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat at the Arab Summit 
in Rabat iast month — algo sald. 
Arafat would be welcome to make 
his first state visit to Amman. 


He said that after Rabat an 
entirely new situation exists. Asked 
whether this was a step towards 
peace or another Arab-Israel war, 
the King was quoted: 

“Peace or war js entirely Israel's 


choice. If it chooses to continue the 
occupation of Arab territories taken 
by force and to ignore the need to 
meet the legitimate demands by Pa- 
lestinians in thelr homeland, then 
war is inevitable. If, on the other 
hand, Israel opts for peace, then it 
must withdraw from all Arab ter- 
Titories and accept the Palestinian 
reality.” 

Regarding the prospects for a new 
Geneva Conference on the Middle 
East, Hussein said: “if Israel agrees 
to negotiate with Jordan on behalf 
of the PLO, why then shouldn't it 
negotiate directly with the PLOT" 

He added that hig kingdom could 
survive wthout the West Bank, 
thanks to its “huge mineral re- 
sources." 


Dayan asks U.S. 
to prevent Soviet 
arming of Egypt 


GAINESVILLE, Florida (UPI), —- 
Former Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan has called on the United 
States to exert the necessary pres- 
sure to prevent Russia from sending 
manpower amd large shipments of 
arms to aid the Egyptians. 

Speaking before an audience of 
4,000 at the University of Florida 
on Sunday night, Dayan said “I 
realize the American people general- 
ly do not want to see their nation 
become the policemen of the world. 
We have never asked them to send 
manpower, but we also realize there 
fs no other nation which can in- 
fvence Russia the way the U.S.

of Poland 


are waiting to die

TEL AVIV. — “The Jews of Poland 
are waiting to die," j3 Mr. Charles 
Kessler’s summing up of a three 
day visit to Poland on behalf of 
the United Jewish Appeal. He join- 
ed the USA Study Mission here 
before returning to the U.S. Mr. 
Kessler and the other 12 partici- 
pants in the mission to Poland were 
shocked by what they saw. “We 
had expected to see some signs of 
life. There were none.” Mr. Kessler 
corrects himself, “We saw one Jew- 
ish girl of 20. The next youngest, 
though, was 62. In 10 time, 
the community will have disap- 


peared.’ 

Their Polish guide couldn't, or 
wouldn't understand why they want- 
ed to see the Warsaw Ghetto. After 
visting Auschwitz, they finaliy 
understood why. “There was πὸ 
indication that millions of Jews had 
bean murdered there. 

“We watched a film being shown 
to a group of Polish school children. 
It was obvious from the film that 

. the children, like our guide, had 
bean educated to believe that the 
Nazis had exterminated Poles, not 
Jews. The destruction of the War- 
saw Ghetto for them was simply 
part of the Ne2zi destruction of 
Warsaw, rather than the destruc- 
tion of Polish Jewry.” 

The Jewlsh community in Poland 
— which has no rabbi, mone? or 
shochet — |s estimated to number be- 
tween three to six thousand Jews. 
No one seemed to know the precise 
figure. A substantial proportion live 
as Poles and for ali intents and 
purposes have assimilated. The re- 
mainder are in thelr 703 and 805. 
They eke out their existence with 
the help of the Joint, a state pension 
and begging.

Jews, the group visited the city’s

As for the synagogue itself, like 
the Jews it serves, it was run- 
down and dilapidated. Young Poles, 
out of curiosity wandered in and 
out, without any respect for the 
worshippers. The eklerly Jews were 
elther unable or afraid to ask them 
to leave. The fear was part of a 
larger fear of the Polish authorities 
which made many of the Jews the 
group met hesitant even to speak 
‘Yiddish. 


The youngest member of the War- 
saw Synagogue is in his sixties, 
according to Mr, Kessler. 
as the leader of the community, 
but he is p to join his fa- 
mily in Denmark and then go to Is- 
rae “When he leaves, there will be 
nobody to take charge. What is 
bad now, will become even worse.” 

Other members of the community 
could probably leave the country, 
but they've lost the will to act. 
They’re too old, they say, to go to 
Jersel, They have no famliy. Some 
of them who had been in jail on 
various trumped-up charges 
would never be able to get exit per- 
mits. And so they wait for death. 

The Jews couldn't understand why 
the UJA mission had come in the 
first place. “Why come back?" 
aaked. To the members of the group, 
however, the purpose of their visit 
was quite clear, Mr. Kessler says, 
“The Holocaust is being studied in 
Israel and America, We've had 8 
glimpse of the Holocaust at first 
hand, and when we return to Ame- 
rica, we intend to tell what we saw 
to other Jews. This is all part of 
our heritage,”
